The assurance of the existence of “sub- 
Stantially larger fleets” at the disposal of 
the United Nations is encouraging in itself, 
not-only’ because it would seem t6 Indicate 
that replacement of shipping is more than 
making up for destruction, but also because 
of the implied promise that wher the time 
comes for the invasion of the European con- 
tinent the necessary number of vessels will 
be available.

Labor Troubles 


ESPITE THE GREAT NEED FOR SUP- 
plies to meet war requirements, 455,964 
man days of labor were lost In the Dominion 
of Canada during 1942 as the result of labor 
troubles. This compared with 433,914 in 1941. 
In the United States, 4,500,000 man days were 
lost in 1942 as a result of strikes. However, 
this represented qa substantial decline from 
1941, when 22,900,000 man days were lost. 
In relation to the population pf the two 
eountries, the number of man days lost in 
Canada and. the United States during 1942 
was about ihe same, Excluding strikes, the 
great problem which confronts the Dominion 
at the present time is the demand on the part 
of organized labor for higher wages. Since 
the establishment of the War Labor Boards, 
more than 18,000 applications for wage in- 
creases have been considered by them. Over 
14,000 applications received an increase in 
‘full; 2,600 received a partial increase, and 
1,550 were denied entirely. Since the estab- 
lishment of boards, the monthly payroll in 
Canada hag increased by $3,250,000. 
Recently, the National War Labor Board 
was reduced from 12 to three membets and 
the first task confronting it was to settle the

there, regardless of sun, rain or 
snow, except when the conductor 
was passing through the cars for 
fares 

Fares were collected in a some 
what “pass the hat” manner, the 
conductor going through the car 
with his little box into which pas- 
sengers dropped their coins 

The fare box system, similar 
to that now. in use, was intro 
duced in 1899. and in 1900 the Es- 
quimalt interurban line was open 
for traffic, with a transfer sys 
tem, eliminating the old plan 
whereby the customer had to 
make his journey in two laps, 
paying a new fare each time 

Contrasted with today, when 
bulging vehicles carry as_ many 
as 60 passengers in rush hours 
over this route, the old cars 
would hold about 30 passengers 
at most. These were chiefly 
husky sailors from the Imperial 
naval yard, and when, fre 
quently happened, the, journey 
would be enlivened by the car 
jumping the tracks, the sailors 
would jump off, en masse, lift it 
bodily back on the tracks and the 
little car would settle down to 
continue.its journey...
